In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant submitted a proposed amendment (faxed directly to 
Examiner) containing claims 2-6, 8, 9, and 1 1-23 which was discussed. The Examiner explained that the proposed 
independent claims 16 and 19 differed substantially from the original claim 1, and would therefore warrant a further 
search before allowability of claims could be determined. However, with regards to original claims 1-15, the Examiner 
indicated the existance of micro-tile shaped elements within the device is considered novel, as was indicated in the 
Office Action mailed 12/12/2005, and therefore recommended to the Applicant that incorporation of the subject mater of 
claim 12 into claim 1 would place claims 1-15 in condition for allowance. The Applicant did not indicate at this time 
whether an RCE would be filed, so that new claims 16-23 would be examined, or if the original claims 1-15 will be 
amended as the Examiner recommended. 
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
